IRIS CULTURE 


Iris are easy to plant and require a minimum of care. They will do well in 
almost any sunny, well drained spot. Spread the roots and plant so the rhizome 
is just barely covered with soil. The soil should be kept moist until the plant is 
well established, then will withstand drought and neglect, but respond bountifully 
to proper care and culture. Bone meal may be worked into the soil before planting, 
a small handful to each plant, or used as a side dressing once a year. Be careful 
if you use fertilizers, not to let it come in contact with the rhizome, as it may 


cause rot.
